And yet [ liave a tliorouglt <'0U- 
lidence tliat tbe bianie of our non -organization can in no way atiaeli (o me. or 
to tbe party witb wbicb I am acting. 

Tbc numbers and relative positi'.'ii of tbe LLepre.'^entatives of ibc diflerent politi- 
cal parties on tliLs floor are well known to tbe country. For one, L am content 
that tbe record of our i)roceedings up to ibis bour may be submitted lo tbe 
judgment of tbe American people. Tbe scenes being enacted liere are but tbe 
beginning, in a bigisbitivt! senile, of tbat accursed " irrepressible-conliici" doctriiie 
of wliicb we bave of latu b.eard so mucb ; a conflict we are told by its autbor, 
between o]>posing and enduring forces — a contlict by tbe Xoriii u]»'.m tbe 
Soutb. If tbat conllict is to come — atui I wisb to speak candidly, plain!}', 
and respectfully to-day — if tbat contlict is to come, if war is to be wa^ed on 
tbe rigbts of iluj people of fifteen States -of tbis Union, and tbe sokMun guar- 
antees of tbe Consiiiutitui denied tbetn ; if our property is still to be taken and 
its prompt surrender refused us; if ibe principles of tbe Kepublican party are 
still to be maintained and ilicir jjurposes accompiisbed ; if we of tbe Soutb are, 
by congi'essionaJ. action or tbe artful contri\-Mnce of unfriendly legislation, to be 
deprived of a t'ull participation of all tbe territory belonging, of rigbt, to all tbe 
people of all tbe States; tben, tor one, 1 am free to confess tba.t, perbaps, it were 
better if tbis House sb.ould never organize. 

It you, men of tbe Republican party, are determined to continue your aggres- 
vS'.ons on our rigbts, as 1 sball sbow you pr<.>pose to do — if you will not slay tbe 
band of aggression, irs order to per]>etuate tbe liberties wliicb tbe jieople now 
enjoy to tbeir cbildren and children's cliildreu ; if you are determined tbat tbis 
conilict sball come, tben I warn you, and v.'arn tbose vfbom you represent bere, 
to beware of tbe dangerous ground on wbicb you tread.

I ;isk, if yon have, by your course in the le^'islaiiv.:- balls of this Union, en- 
deavored to promote the gener;d welfare] 'i'he luir'lens imposeil ujion our peo- 
ple, the benefits you liave exacted from us, a.{!i.)rd amjdc evidence of your 
sellisbness. Do you tell me that we have a more pi-'riect Union 1 Wliy, sir, 
smd\ hrive been tlie insults and aii-rnussions of the peo])ie of the North, who ought 
to have considered my people their bretbrert for p-oodi ajid t'or evil, that we have 
scarcely anv Uinon at all. It is a Union in form ami in name, t>ut neither in 
sentiment nor in subslaTU'.e, Those fraternal feeliiiirs tbat sliould animnte every 
section, and warm and p:low in the n.ation;il In.'arr, have been by vour courso,

To establish ajiormal .schoviK at which teacliorg 
may be trained, who shall, in all cases, be preferred as itistructors in the free schools of this Stale. '2. To 
require tliat all tiiu books used in the tree sohools of this Stale sh.all be the productions of southern fiuthors, 
and be prinlf-d on southern i)a]icr bv so d!»crn presses.
